HISTORY OF MALARIA 


By State Board of Health of Missouri 


Malaria or “chills and fever” as it 
is commonly known, 
is 
widespread 
throughout the world. 
It is preval­ 
ent in all tropical 
and 
subtropical 
countries where the rainfall is suf­ 
ficient to leave water 
standing, 
in 
which the Anopheles mosquitoes can 
deposit their 
eggs. 
This 
is 
the 
species of mosquitoes which 
is 
re­ 
sponsible for the spread of malaria. 
The above conditions are found 
in 
this »egion, and as a result malaria 
is prevalent here. 
That malaria was a disease quite 
different from any other, was known 
thousands of years ago. 
We find 
it 
mentioned in the writings of the an­ 
cient Greeks. 
Even Hypocrates dif­ 
ferentiated malaria fevers from con­ 
tinuous fevers. 
He r . cognized 
the 
ariations in 
the attacks 
and 
gave 
them the names by which they a r e ; 
still known, namely; tertian, fuartan J 
and quotidian. 
In 1880 a Frenchman by the name 
of Laveran discovered parasites 
of 
malaria under the microscope. 
Four­ 
teen years later Manson 
suggested 
the theory 
that 
the 
disesae 
was 
transmitted by mosquitoes and 
it 
remained for Ross in 1898 to definite­ 
ly name the Anopheles mosquito as 
the transmitting 
agent. 
The 
real 
cause of malaria 
has 
been 
known 
therefore, for a period of 
32 
years 
and yet how few there are who know 
it. 
Malaria is not the 
fatal 
disease 


that it was at one time. 
It has been 
a world-wide plague with 
a higher 
sickness and death 
rate than 
any 
other ailment. 
Due, however, to the 
advent of quinine and to our knowl­ 
edge concerning the transmission of 
the disease, the number 
of 
deaths 
and the seriousness of malaria 
has 
been greatly diminished. 
However, more important than the 
sickness caused by malaria, are the 
great economic losses incurred year 
after year because of this 
disease. 
These losses are due, of course, to the 
time lost by laborers when afflicted 
with malaria, which usually occurs at 
a time when production should be at 
its maximum. 
Malarious places can­ 
not be prosperous. 
The majority of 
those who live there are too sickly 
for hard work and 
wealthy 
people 
cannot be induced to settle there. 
Faced with these facts, the people 
are more earnest than ever before in 
their endeavors to eradicate malaria. 
The U. S. Public Health Service and 
all health units in counties 
where 
malaria is prevalent, are giving much 
o4 
their time toward the solution of 
this problem. 
It is with a desire to 
assist in this work that this series 
of articles has been written. 
There 
can be no doubt that if the public is 
acquainted with the many interest­ 
ing facts concerning malaria, togeth­ 
er with its mode of transmission, it 
can much more intelligently co-oper­ 
ate in this work.

SHARTEL WOULD 
SLOW DOWN BUSSES 


Use of the State police power 
to 
regulate bus service hi Missouri and 
thus assist the railroads was advocat­ 
ed today by Attorney General Strat­ 
ton Shartel.

highway patrol should force busses 
and trucks to stay under the 40-mile

Urged To Dry Fruit Now 


“Dry fruits and vegetables if you 
do not have fruit jars and are not in 
a position to get them", says County 
Agent Talbert who gives some direc­ 
tions herewith, 
“They can be dried in the sun on 
the roof of a shed that leans to the 
south. 
A sheet iron roof is especial­ 
ly good for this and will usually dry 
fruits sufficiently in one day if put 
out early and the 
day 
is hot 
and 
clear. 
But on the average wooden 
roof it may take more than one day. 
The fruit has to be taken in at night 
or in case of rain. 
It is easiest 
to 
handle when spread on a cloth so it 
can be quickly taken in if necessary. 
“A simple kicthen stove dryer can 
be made as follows: 
Take pieces of 1 
by 
4 slats; 
make 
a frame 
2 feet 
square, or 
a 
shallow tray 
with 
a 
screen wire bottom. 
Put in it 
one 
layer of fruit to be dried. 
Lay some 
bricks on top of the kitchen stove. 
Lay the tray on top of the bricks. Put 
another tray of fruit right on top of 
th at one and so on until you have as 
many as you want. 
The heat wasted 
in cooking meals will dry the fruit. 
This will work on a wood sto\e 
or 
coal stove. 
If a kerosene stove is not 
smoking and giving off fumes, if will 
work on 
it. 
Put 
a large piece 
of 
sheet iron over the burner on a coal 
oil stove to protect fruit from direct 
Hame. 
Stand the bricks on ends so 
as to get the bottom layer of fruit 
somewhat up from the heat. 
It is a 
little better to take a box the size of 
the trays, knock top and bottom out 
of box, set box on the bricks lying 
on the flat sides and then 
set 
first 
tray on top of box. 
This makes 
a 
kind of flue that drives hot air 
up 
through the fruit and keeps the bot­ 
tom layer of fruit from getting too 
hot. 


“ When I was a small boy I saw a 
neighbor use a fruit drying method 
that wa3 simple and effective. 
He 
took some strips of sheet iron roof­ 
ing and make a platform about 4 or 
5 feet off the ground. 
He spread his 
fruit upon this and then built a fire 
beneath it—not a hot fire, but just 
kept two or three poles smouldering 
slowly. He said the sheet iron should 
not get hot enough to 
‘fry 
water’. 
Another test was to watch the fruit 
and when drops of juice began to fry 
out of it the fire was too hot and he 
rolled his poles apart to lessen the 
fire. 
“The right 
nperature for drying 
fruits is 140 degrees F. 
But any­ 
where from 120 to 160 degrees will 
be all right 
“ Here is the way to tell when fruit 
has dried enough so it will keep. (1) 
Break a piece of it and try to squeeze 
water out 
of 
the 
freshly broken 
place. 
If thi3 cannot be done, it 
i3 
properly dried. 
(2) Flexible, so 
t 
will not break when rolled tight. (3) 
Press a handful into a ball. It should 
fall apart and not stick together when 
released. (4) Surfaces of fruit should 
feel soft to the touch. 
“ It takes three or four hours, us­ 
ually, to dry fruits at the above tem­ 
peratures. 
Sun drying 
may 
take 
longer. 
“Insects are usualy kept off drying 
fruits by spreading a thin cloth over 
it if the sunshine method 
is 
used. 
This also keeps dust from settling on 
the product. 
The other methods em­ 
ploy enough heat to keep the insects 
aw ay”. 
Drying Peaches 


Peaches should be ripe but not soft 
ripe. 
They are usually halved 
the 
seed thrown out, and the halves laid 
on the dryer, seed cavity up and peel­ 
ing down. 
The peeling is left on. It 
is easy to get peaches too hot 
and 
cause all the flavor and much of the 
food elements to evaporate. Sun heat 
will if not watched carefully. 
They 
are dried when they feel and 
look 
leathery and no 
moisture 
can 
be 
pressed prsesed out of freshly broken 
pressed out of freshly broken pieces. 
Drying Apples 
Apples are peeled, cored and sliced 
into rings. 
They can stand higher 
tem peratures 
than 
peaches, 
but 
should not dry so fast as to get sticky 
and for beads of juice to appear. If 
they are spread on a metal roof, 
a 
cloth or newspaper should be spread 
down first as it is not advisable for 
the fiuit to lie directly on the metal 
as acids in the 
fruit 
may 
absorb 
small amounts of it. 
Drying 
Corn 
Pull the ears in the right stage for 
roasting ears, that is, when milk may 
be squirted from the grains by press­ 
ing on them. 
They are shucked and 
worm injury removed. Then they are 
thrown into a kettle of boiling water 
and allowed to stay there exactly 10 
minutes. 
Tim “sets the milk” in the 
grain and it will not be lost in cut­ 
ting the grain from the cob. 
After 
boiling, the ears are dipped from the 
pot and laid on a table and allowed 
to cool till they can be handled, and 
then the kernels cut from the 
cob 
w ith a sharp knife. 
Then they are 
spread upon trays 
to a depth of 
1 


inch to dry. 
They should be stirred 
often to insure even drying. 
Properly dried corn is hard and the 
kernels break with a hard glass like 
fracture when crushed. 
Dried corn is said to be equal 
to 
canned corn or superior to it. 
The 
Indians practiced the a rt of drying 
corn long before white men came 
to 
thi 3 country. 
It is unfortunate that 
it is 
not 
practiced more. 
Dunklin 
County people certainly have plenty 
of corn to dry and it is inexpensive. 
They should all take advantage 
of 
this opportunity before corn gets too 
hard for drying purposes. 
Storing dried fruits and vegetables 
is best done by tying the product up 
in flour sacks and hanging the sacks 
by pieces of wire from the rafters in 
the attic. This puts it in a dry place 
where mice cannot bother it. Putting 
it into paper sacks inside the flour 
sacks will help protect it from 
in­ 
sects. 
Talbert calls on everyone to look 
after the winter needs of their fam­ 
ily.

produced the most birds. 
He hatch­ 
ed and raised to liberation age 1032 
birds. 
C. O. Hester, operating 
the 
State’s newest game farm in Atchi­ 
son County, ranked second with 1,- 
020 birds. 
C. E. Hutchinson, on the 
Vernon County Game Farm, produc­ 
ed 850 birds. 
All of these birds will be handed 
by an agent from the United States 


Biological Survey before they 
are 
released. 


These game farm produced 
birds 
are in addition to the several thou­ 
sand birds being raised this year by 
farmers and sportsmen, from eggs 
furnished free by the State game and 
fish department. 
Approximately 30,- 
000 eggs representing 2000 settings 
of eggs were distribhted in experi­ 
mental areas this spring. 
Reports on 
the hatches and releases, now being 
received by the department, indicate 
satisfactory results. 


Early hatch reports show that of 
1161 settings, 7577 birds were hatch­ 
ed. 
First release reports 
show 504 
adult birds released from 269 set­ 
tings. 
This low liberation report in­ 
cludes more than 100 complete .set­ 
ting failures which will not be

creased materially as additional re­ 
ports are made. 


The 1931 productions will bring the 
total number of adult birds liberated 
in Missouri since 1904 to 19,607.

Malaria or “chills and fever” as it 
is commonly known, 
is 
widespread 
throughout the world. 
It is preval­ 
ent in all tropical

which the Anopheles mosquitoes can 
deposit their

That malaria was a disease quite 
different from any other, was known 
thousands of years ago.

“Dry fruits and vegetables if you 
< do not have fruit jars and are not in 
.a position to get them0, says County 
A gent Talbert who gives some direc­ 
tions herewith. 
‘“They can be dried in the sun on 
the roof of a shed that leans to the 
south. 
A sheet iron roof is especial­ 
ly good for this and will usually dry 
fruits sufficiently in one day if put 
< out early and . the day 
is hot 
and 
clear. 
But on the average wooden 
roof it may take more than one day. 
The fruit has to be taken in at night 
or in case of ram. 
It is easiest 
to 
handle when spread on a cloth so it 
can be quickly taken in if necessary. 
“A simple kicthen stove dryer can 
be made as follows: Take pieces of 1 
by 
4 slats; 
make 
a frame 
2 feet 
square, or 
a 
shallow tray 
with 
a 
screen wire bottom. 
Put in it 
one 
layer of fruit to be dried. 
Lay some 
bricks on top of the kitchen stove. 
Lay the tray on top of the bricks. Put 
another tray of fruit right on top of 
that one and so on until you have as 
many &3 you want. 
The heat wasted 
in cooking meah will dry the fruit. 
This will work on a wood sto\e 
or 
coal stove. 
If a kerosene stove is not 
smoking and giving off fumes, it will 
work on 
it. 
Put 
a large piece 
of 
sheet iron over the burner on a co.il 
oil stove to protect fruit from direct 
flame. 
Stand the bricks on ends so 
as to get the bottom layer of fruit 
somewhat up from the heat. 
It is a 
little better to take a box the size of 
the trays, knock top and bottom out 
of box, set box on the bricks lying 
on the flat sides and then 
set 
first 
tray on top of box. 
This makes 
a 
kind of flue that drives hot air 
up 
through the fruit and keeps the bot­ 
tom layer of fruit from getting too 
hot. 


“When I was a small boy 1 saw a 
neighbor use a fruit drying method 
that wa3 simple and effective. 
He 
took some strips of sheet iron roof­ 
ing and make a platform about 4 or 
5 feet off the ground. 
He spread his 
fruit upon this and then built a fire 
beneath it—not a hot fire, but just 
kept two or three poles smouldering 
slowly. He said the sheet iron should 
not get hot enough to 
‘fry 
water'. 
Another test was to watch the fruit 
and when drops of juice began to fry 
out of it the fire was too hot and he 
rolled his poles apart to lessen the 
fire. 
“The right 
* nperature for drying 
fruits is 140 degrees F. 
But any­ 
where from 120 to 160 degrees will 
be all right 
“Here is the way to tell when fruit 
has dried enough so it will keep. (1) 
Break a piece of it and try to squeeze 
water out 
of 
the 
freshly broken 
place. 
If this cannot be done, it 
is 
properly dried. 
(2) Flexible, so 
t 
will not break when rolled tight. (3) 
Press a handful into a ball. It should 
fall apart and not stick together when 
released. (4) Surfaces of fruit should 
feel soft to the touch. 
“It takes three or four hours, us­ 
ually, to dry fruits at the above tem­ 
peratures. 
Sun drying 
may 
take 
longer. 
“Insects are usualy kept off drying 
fruits by spreading a thin cloth over 
it if the sunshine method 
is 
used. 
This also keeps dust from settling on 
the product. 
The other methods em­ 
ploy enough heat to keep the insects 
away”. 
Drying Peaches 
Peaches should be ripe but not soft 
ripe. 
They are usually halved 
the 
seed thrown out, and the halves laid 
on the dryer, seed cavity up and peel­ 
ing down. 
The peeling is left on. It 
is easy to get peaches too hot 
and 
cause all the flavor and much of the 
food elements to evaporate. Sun heat 
will if not watched carefully. 
They 
are dried when they feel and

leathery and no 
moisture 
can

pressed prsesed out of freshly broken 
pressed out of freshly broken pieces. 
Drying Apples 
Apples are peeled, cored and sliced 
into rings. 
They can stand higher 
temperatures 
than 
peaches, 
but 
should not dry so fast as to get sticky 
and for beads of juice to appear. If 
they are spread on a metal roof, 
a 
cloth or newspaper should be spread 
down first as it is not advisable for 
the fruit to lie directly on the metal 
as acids in the 
fruit 
may 
absorb 
small amounts of it. 
Drying 
Corn 
Pull the ears in the right stage for 
roasting ears, that is, when milk may 
be squirted from the grains by press 
ing on them. 
They are shucked and 
worm injury removed. Then they are 
thrown into a kettle of boiling water 
and allowed to stay there exactly 10 
minutes. 
This “sets the milk” in the 
grain and it will not be lost in cut­ 
ting the grain from the cob. 
After 
boiling, the ears are dipped from the 
pot and laid on a table and allowed 
to cool till they can be handled, and
